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Espafiol Para Maestros Project 

Espanol Para Maestros (Spanish for Teachers) was 
developed as a series of workshops for teachers who 
are now, or will be teaching Spanish in elementary 
schools. 

Produced by KQED, San Francisco’s nationally 
known educational television station, the project was 
designed around 27 half-hour televised workshops, 
with a correlated teacher’s manual and 8 long-play 
records for each participating teacher. These work- 
shops are based on the audio-lingual approach to for- 
eign language teaching. They were used successfully 
by over 2,000 teachers in 240 school districts In the 
San Francisco Bay area during the 1962-63 school 
year. 

These same workshops, originally recorded on 
videotape, are now available in 8mm SOUND-CART- 
RIDGES for use in the Fairchild CInephonic Mark IV.
